One is continually hearing in var- 


ious grades of masculine society, no- 
tably at hotels, clubs, and places of 
amusement, that this or that man 
lives like a gentleman. The phrase 
is so common, and applied to such 
a diversity of persons, as to seem to 
have no definite meaning, or a very 
uncertain one. In the easy-going, 
miscellaneous, by no means over- 
scrupulous society of men, a man 
may live like a gentleman, who, if 
he were arraigned on the charge and 
fairly tried, could never be proven 
guilty. 


To be a gentleman and to live

Ho may incur debt without think- 
ing how or expecting to pay; he 
may be regardless of his word; he 
may be devoid of principle; he may 
be incapable of honor; and yet, as 
the words are employed, lUe like a 
gentleman. 
He 
probably pays 


what he has lost at friendly games of 
cards; meets his bar bills promptly; 
does net allow his club dues to run 
behind. 


All these are seen and known. 


But, outside of this, he may Dwindle 
his washerwoman, pawn his wife's 
watch secretly, shamefully abuse the 
confidence of men and woman. But 
then he lives like a 
gentleman. 


How many such fellows there are 
in every large city. Society, clubs, 
commercial haunts, are full of them. 
They speak of themselves and their 
immediate companions as gentlemen 
every few minutes. 
The man over- 


fond of talking about being a gen- 
tleman, may with reason be doubt- 
ed. 
A veritable gentleman is so 


sure of his position, so satisfied with 
the real, that he has no need or de- 
sire to be on parade, to advertise his 
claims.

anxious to live like gentleman, as 
they style it, that they have no time 
or inclination, apparently to be gen- 
tlemen.

They are simple, quiet, un- 
pretentious. 
First of all, they want 


to be independent and strictly hon- 
est. Their desire, their determina- 
tion, is to be gentlemen, to live gen- 
tlemen, not to live like gentlemen.

concerning 


the Chicago convention, and interview- 
ing »11 the farmers in town with refer- 
ence to crop prospects, we have come 
to the conclusion that, no matter who 
is nominated, the people will have plen- 
ty to e»t for the next twelve moathg, 
which is * great consolation among the 
general uncertainties of the political 
situation. 


THE CONVENTION. 


The continued delay in the work of 


the national convention ii wearisome, 
and still the end seems * long way off. 
It is possible that a ballot may be 
reached late this evening, or to-night, 
but there ii not much .probability that 
the convention will conclude its labors 
before Monday or Tuesday. The ac- 
tion of the convention on the Illinois 
contest, was not a surprise, being fore- 
shadowed 
by previous action of the 


convention, which seems to be domina- 
ted by "one single idea—"anything to 
beat Grant." In the midst of all the 
clamor, however, the adherents of the 
great chieftain remain firm and un- 
yielding, determined to nominate him if 
the; can, bat pledging their hearty and 
unanimous support to the nomine; of 
the convention, whoever he may be. 
Whether Gen. Grant be selected for the 
standard-bearer or not, his supporters 
will have the satisfaction of knowing 
that they made for him a manly, vigor- 
ous fight, daring which their zeal was 
not permitted to lead them into meas- 
ures to be explained or apologized for 
afterwards. 


WHAT NEXT? 


A petition has been presented in the 


Senate by Mr. Cameron, of Wisconsin, 
from "B*v. Theodore Augusta Schintz- 
ler Bishop," claiming compensation for 
his prayers in behalf of the Union dur- 
ing the rebellion. He sets forth that 
he was in Wisconsin in the early years 
of the war, and that he managed to 
elude the draft till 1864, when he was 
compelled to go in the army or furnish 
a substitute. He went into the army, 
he says, "trusting in God and praying 
to Him to protect me, and to give me a 
good place in the army, and not to force 
the necessity upon me to kill a South- 
ern brother in battle." He continues : 
"The good Lord heard and answered the 
prayer of the poor Bishop by bringing 
him providentially into Company II of 
the First Wisconsin Heavy Artillery, 
which was stationed at Fort Lyon, Va., 
to guard Washington, where I did not 
even see an enemy or a brother of the 
South to fight with, and so I had time, 
besides onr usual martial duties, to give 
myself wholly into fasting and prayer ; 
and here at Fort Lyon, in Virginia, it 
was that the poor Bishop of the forests 
and prairies of the Green Bay and Lake 
Superior and the Northern Pacific and 
the St. Paul railroads erected an altar 
to a covenant-keeping God, our Heav- 
enly Father, who made a covenant with 
Abraham, Isaac- and Jacob, and also 
with all of us, the United States Con- 
gress included, and our wives and chil- 
dren, and steadily prayed for about 
eight months." He says that from this 
time the dark clouds of war began to 
pass away, and he asks compensation 
for his services.
